MOSCOW. Nov. 21 UU—V. M. 
Molotov, relieved less than five 
months ago as foreign minister. 
was named today as the head of 
the Ministry of State Control. In 
this key office he will be a watch­ 
dog over operations of the Soviet 
government. 
Molotov will head a ministry 
with wide powers of control, ex­ 
amination and — if the occasion 
arises — prosecution over other 
units of the Soviet government. 
The Ministry of State Control 
once was a unit in the personal 
lempire of LP . Bena, the former 
secret police chief. Gen. Vsevoled 
Merkulov was dismissed from this 
ministry as i, Bena henchman in 
the fall of 1953. and shot with 
Bena that Christmas Eve.

There seems to be more than a 
slight chance that Tito and the 
Kremlin may shortly engage in an 
all-out slugfest. It could make the 
last one, under Stalin, look like a 
Sunday School picnic. 
Ifs certain that neither Tito nor 
the Soviet Communist leaders in 
Moscow, even the most Stalinist 
among them, prefer this to hap 
pen. 
But the logic of history is usual 
Jy stronger than personal prefer 
ences. And the logic of history in 
the Tito-Moscow case is that Tito's 
national communism in Yugoslav­ 
ia is a challenge to Soviet power 
so long as tho Kremlin insists on 
dominating even one state in 
Eastern Europe 
Tito understands this Speaking 
of how, after the Poznan bread 
riots in June he noted a coolness 
among Soviet leaders, he said last 
week; 
“They thought we Yugoslavs 
were responsible Yes, we are re­ 
sponsible because we live in this 
world, because we are what we 
are " 


Tito bas reasons lur wanting to 
avoid a renewal ot strife with the 
Soviet Union. Among the most 
important are the economic rea 
sons— some 600 million dollars 
worth of subsidies grants, repa­ 
rations and credits granted by 
Soviet bloc countries to Yugo­ 
slavia to salve the rapprochement 
The Soviet leaders have as 
great an interest in political peace 
with Yugoslavia. They took a lick* 
big in that warfare once and could 
make themselves look silly by 
starting ii up again 
So far the beginnings of the new 
split between Belgrade and Mos­ 
cow have not gone very far. 
Tito in his speech at Pula Nov 
It was caustic about the actions 
of the Soviet Union in Hungary 
and strongly attacked the Stalinist 
element in the Soviet Union and 
outside. But he did excuse the sec­ 
ond Soviet intervention in the Hun­ 
garian revolution, arguing tnat 
while an "error * it was necessary 
in order to prevent counterrevolu­ 
tion 
Pravda’s reply on Nov. 19 was 
sharp. It claimed Tito was inter­ 
fering in the internal affairs of 
other Socialist states. It objected 
to his thesis that the Stalin cult— 
in Communist jargon k n o w n 
as the personality cult — was a 
normal product of the Soviet sys­ 
tem rather than an aberration 
of it It objected to Tito s division 
of Communists, into categories of 
Stalinist and anti-SUlinist. 
Despite its forceful rejection of 
Tito's c o n c e p t s , the Pravda 
article was within a framework 
of Communist self-criticism. It 
stressed Tito s support for the Ha­ 
dar government in Hungary. I? 
did not indulge in a diatribe 
a g a i n * t the Yugoslav Commu­ 
nists. 
In other words it left the door 
open, as had Tito, for a reconcilia­ 
tion of views, even on a basis of 
an agreement to disagree 
The real possibilities for a wid­ 
ening of the Soviet-Yugoslav split 
lie, however not so much in ide­ 
ology as rn concrete political situ­ 
ations; in particular, the question 
of continued Soviet rule over 
states neighboring on Yugoslavia, 
including Hungary. Bulgaria and 
particularly Albania. 
The recent exchange showed 
that Tito has strong objections to 
Soviet 
imperialism in 
Albania 
And this could turn out to be a 
real bone of contention.

Today Is Earliest 
^ Thanksgiving Date 


The date for Thanksgiving this year, No­ 
vember 22. is the earliest possible one for that 
national holiday. This is because i l l Congress 
in December. 1941. set the fourth Thursday in 
November for Thanksgiving Day and <21 Novem­ 
ber I fell this year on a Thursday. 
The December 1941 action of Congress rep­ 
resented a clearcut victory for President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. In 1939 he had proclaimed the 
fourth, instead of the traditional last Thursday 
in November as the date of Thanksgiving. The 
month contains five Thursdays in two of every 
seven years. 
F D R. said he acted on recommendation of 
retail 
merchants who wanted 
the Christmas 
shopping season to extend over four and a half 
instead of three and a half weeks. But the shift 
in date brought down much abuse on the Presi­ 
dent. especially from those who regarded a 
break with any American tradition as flagrantly 
un-American. 
The outcries were especially loud in New 
Kngland, where Thanksgiving is more of a hom e­ 
coming event than Christmas. Gov. mow Sen ) 
Leverett Saltonstall, in his proclamation making 
Thanksgiving 
Day in 
Massachusetts the 
last 
Thursday in November, pointed out that the day 
was not set 
aside “for the inauguration of 
Christmas shopping.” 
With some states observing the fourth and 
some the fifth Thursday in 1939 as Thanksgiv­ 
ing, the national confusion was considerable 
So 
the President in 1941. backtracking, announced 
that with 1942 Thanksgiving Day would again 
be the last Thursday in November. Then Con­ 
gress, backtracking in turn, made it the fourth 
Thursday, with no objection in either house and 
with Sen. John A. Danaher IR.-Conn.) explaining 
that now it was "possible for businessmen to 
know they were out of tho red before they give 
thank*”

The Bogey Of Colonialism 


Charles R Carroll, counsel to the board of direc­ 
tors of the National Foreign Trade Council. Inc., 
writing on "P rivate Investments Abroad." makes the

"It is only natural thai governm ents of these back­ 
w ard’ nations, often older in culture though younger in 
term s of modern economics, should be reluctant to 
accept our prescription for the economic development 
to which they aspire. One may observe, in discussions 
of the Economic and Social Council of the I ’.N. the 
persistent and at tim es almost frantic search for alter­ 
natives to reliance upon imported private capital, 
associated as it is in some thinking with colonialism 
and economic im perialism .'’

W hile foreign trade h as

For instance, years ago when I lived in China. I 
once calculated that ion years of American trade and 
association with China netted the United States a loss. 
To protect that trade, the United States maintained a

patrol, 
the 
Marines in Peking, the 15th Infantry in Tientsin and 
for some time after 1925. a regim ent of Marines in 
Shanghai. 
We fought the Boxers; we protected our 
citizens against the Takings, against the Kuomintang 
in 1911; against the Communists in 1925-7; we went to 
war with Japan in 1941, and if every detail needs to 
he accounted for, we maintained an expeditionary 
force under General Graves in M anchuria and Siberia 
between 1918 and 1920. 
All these costs need to be 
weighed against the value of our trade with China 
between 1841 and 1941 which is just a century. The 
figures would be very discouraging. 
Carroll propounds the very sound rule: 
"As a principle, this government should recognize 
first, that any sovereign nation is entitled to set the 
pattern of its own economy—even if that pattern is to 
our minds, unrealistic and unsound. 
It is equally 
axiomatic that our natural resources and public funds 
are part of our sovereignty. Consequently if a foreign 
government asks our financial assistance, it is entirely 
proper for the U. S. Congress to impose term s which 
express our predilection both for private enterprise, 
and for allowing private capital its appropriate func­ 
tions in economic development. 
Only thus can our 
government promote the growth abroad of economies 
congenial to our own.” 


And if th o se eco n o m ics a rc not co n g en ial to 
our own, it is a m ark of w isd o m to stay out of 
those cou n tries.

This much we can accept as likely to he true:

able ri .k. That is the essence of the capitalistic sys­ 
tem in which enormous risks are taken usually in 
anticipation of a profit after losses are deducted. 
Today when private capital does not flow in a par­ 
ticular direction, the government taxes private capi­ 
tal and sends the money where it is politically desir­ 
able. This nearly always results in a total loss, be­ 
cause money is safest when it is controlled by eco­ 
nomic laws; it is most ^unsafe when it is controlled 
by political considerations.

Lawyers' Statement Strikes At Free Discussion 


By David Lawrence 
WASHINGTON — Less than a 
month ago an important state­ 
ment was issued by IOO prominent 
lawyers from HI states hut. due 
to the preoccupation of almost 
everybody with the Presidential 
campaign, its significance was 
overlooked 
The statem ent was an obvious 
attempt to answ er Hie “Southern 
Manifesto” — the document pre­ 
viously issued by 
IOO or more 
members of Congress who ex­ 
pressed criticism of the decision 
of the Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 
United States on the segregation 
question. 
But the IOO lawyers, while dis­ 
claiming any such purpose, struck 
a blow at freedom of discussion 
and the right of citizens to ex­ 
press dissent from the opinions 
of the Supreme Court. 


No C o m m en t? 


Thus, the statem ent of the IOO 
lawyers said: 
"To accuse the Court of usurp 
ing authority when it reviews 
legislative acts, of ut exercising 
’naked power’ is to jeopardize 
the very institution of judicial 
review. 
To appeal for ’resist­ 
ance’ to decisions of the Court 
‘by any lawful m eans’ is to utter 
a self-contradiction, whose am ­ 
biguity can only be calculated to 
promote disrespect for our funda­ 
mental law 
The privilege of 
criticizing a decision of the Su­ 
preme Court carries with it a cor­ 
responding obligation—a duty to 
recognize 
the 
decision as the 
supreme law of the land as long 
a it remains in force ” 
Abraham Lincoln, however, it 
will he recalled, said in a speech 
in 1858: 
“We propose 
so resisting it 
(the Dred Scott decision1 as to 
have it reversed if we can, and a 
new judicial rule established upon 
this subject.” 
The IOO law yers, on the other 
hand, seem to hr trying to con­ 
vey the im pression that there is 
no such thing as “ resistance by 
lawful m eans.’' 
Yet every de­ 


cision of the Supreme Court is 
“ resisted” in a lawlul sense when 
a new case is brought that chal­ 
lenges the first decision and seeks 
to have it overruled. 
No case 
could he brought before the Court 
unless some citizen 
takes 
the 
chance of “ disobeying” or “ re­ 
sisting” the first decision. 
This 
is done in order to get clarifica­ 
tion of the Court s first decision 
or to m ake sure it covers the 
additional facts or circumstances 
that may he cited in a new case. 
This is in line with what has 
happened 
again 
and 
again 
in 
American history. 
Perhaps the 
most notable example is the vig­ 
orous cam paign carried on in the 
court of public opinion by promi- 
n e n t 
churchmen 
against 
the 
famous decision in the “ McCol­ 
lum case” by the Supreme Court 
in 1948, 
It was on the subject 
of religious instruction conduct­ 
ed atter regular school hours by 


private teachers in public school 
buildings. This was unanimously 
ruled by the Court to be a viola­ 
tion of the First Amendment, 
which forbids Congress to pass 
any law with respect to “ the 
establishm ent of any religion” 
Four years later that decision 
was reversed by a fi-to-3 vote of 
the Court in another 
case 
in 
which 
certain 
children, 
whose 
parents had willed it. w ere “ re­ 
leased” to go to other parts of 
the city for religious instruction 
while the other students were re­ 
quired to stay in school. 
The 
three justices said they saw no' 
difference—school facilities were 
still being used to m ake sure 
certain children did go to religious 
schools and certain records on 
the subject were kept by public 
school authorities.

. ' Life in Korea is not easy, although the army is striving to make it more agreeable 
for the soldiers. Most Americans have moved into comfortable quonset huts. Plans 
are under way for running water, sewers and power plants along the front. Big, well­ 
equipped recreation halls help while away the off duty hours. 
But no one is allowed to forget, in spite of an armistice, that Americans still man 
a battlefront on which fighting could erupt at any moment. The men are^ept on their 
toes. Training exercises are always under way, including amphibious operations 
along the Imjin River almost within sight of North Korea. Engineers are at work 
bridging rivers and keeping roads passable. ’’Morale is excellent,” says Mai. Gen.
